In 1921 Lenin introduced his 
New Economic ‘Policy, which 
was = designed to promote 
economle recovery by con- 
cessions to private enterprise, 
ond by about 1927) industrial 
output had climbed back to 
something like the 1013 level. 
The result wos that in 1928 
Stalin and the ‘Communist 
Party felt able to launch on 
all-out attack on private 
enterprise, which smacked to 
them of cupitalism,. They 
coupled this attack, with the 
first of what was to prove a 
succession of five-year: plans 
of economic development bascd 
on rapid industriolisation and 
tho. colicctivisation and 
mechanleation of agriculture. 


This morked the beginning 
of {he Soviet industrial 
revolution which has continued 
ever since in spite of the des~ 
truction ond dislocation caused 
by the Hitlerite Invasion during 
the Second World War, 


‘A. fow figures will illustrate 
the ‘magnitude and the ‘nature 
of this industrial revolution, 
Between 1928 and 1956, coal 
output rose twelve timey from
